CHAPTER 42.

AN ACT providing for the collection of pub-
lie taxes.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do cnact as follows:

SecTION 1. No city, county, village or town
treasurer or tax eollector shall collect or re-
ceive any taxes levied in the state of Wiscon-
sin in any room where malt or intoxicating
liquors are sold, given away or otherwise dis-
posed of.

SECTION 2. Any person violating the provi-
sion of this act shall be subject to a fine not
less than twenty-five dollars nor more than one
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the
county jail not less than ten or more than
thirty days.

SEcTION 3. This act shall take effect and
be in force from and after its passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 43.

AN ACT to amend section 1121, of the revised
statutes, relating to the collection and pay-
ment of taxes by county treasurers.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in
senate and assembly, do enact as follows:
